MANY MILLIONS FOR 
MAKING ROADS.

Sir Henry Maybury, Director-General of 
Roads, giving evidence bofore the Royal Com- 
mission on 1 Government, said that the 
Ministry of Transport had only ‘touched the 

trunk roads 
und at present had in hand works involving 
seven million pounds, : 

During the past few years the Road Board 
had -undertaken heavy commitments, and its 
revenues. were allocated for many years ahead. 
Briefly stated, the position was that existing 
commitments would absorb the whole of the 
present balance and the revenues, of the fund 
up to 1950-31, after allowing for a steady in- 
crease of annual revenue the present 
figure of £17.000:000 to £20,000,000 in three 
or four years’ time. It had been 
that more money might be made avai by 
borrowing on the security of the fund, and 
so spreading the cost of large works over a 
period of years. Even if this policy were 
adopted, it would not render avai a sum 
large enough to enable grants’ to Class..one 
roads to be increased fram 50 to 75 per cent. 

As an indication .of the nitude -of the 
work at present being carri ‘on’ the 
roads, Sir Henry Maybury . said. vi the 
Ministry of Transport had budgeted this year 
for an expenditure of £10,000,000 on the main- 
tenance of class one toads.  - ” :

Mr. Well, in his presidential addreas, said 

that the magnitude of the British gas indus- 
try was indicated by the fact that thera were 
nearly. 800 company and local authority un- 
dertakings. The total nominal’ capital 'in- 
vested at the date of the last official return 
was £155,000,000. The receipts of the under- 
takings on revenue atceount amounted in. 
1923 to £67,500,000 and the expenditure to 
£56,600,000, leaving a gross profit of nearly 
£11,.00,000. The recent “slump ” in prices 
‘of recidual products would make it necessary 
to increase the price of gas in most places 
this year. The progress of the industry was 
indicated by the fact” that in the last five 
years the output of British gasworks had 
anoreased fróm 242 thousand million cubic 
féet to 262 thousand million cubic feet. The 
Gas Light and Coke Company alone supplied 
‘more heat units than the combined output of 
all the electricity undertakings in Great 
Britain. Instead of declining in importance, 
as some affected to believe was the next 
stage in its history, the gas industry was 
‘on. the eve of its greatest period of expan 
sion. By efficient methods of gas production 
the heat units obtainable from coal could be | 
increased, and, at the same time, valuable 
by-products recovered. The maintenance 
and development of the gas industry was an 
essential part of the policy of fuel conserva- 
tion. 
The proposals put forward to bring about 
the reorganisation and expansion of the elec- 
tricity supply -industry by Government. aid 
were manifestly unfair and open to many ob- 
jections, The electrical industry was suffi- 
ciently prosperous to pay for any schemes 
which. wordi result in a fair remuneration on 
the capital expended, and proof of this asser- 
tion was to be found in the satisfactory rates 
of dividend paid by electric supply com- 
bua H the Government were determined 
o adopt a policy of national subsidies, all 
rival and competitive trades and industries 
should receive. subsidies on the same terms 
and conditions. The subsidies should take 
the form of loans, repayable with interest 
over a period of years in a similar manner 
to loana sanctioned by the Government to 
municipal trading departments. It could be 
claimed in a broad sense that in no other in- 
dustry was coal treated with the same over- 
all efficiency as in the principal gasworks 
of Great Britain. He 

Reports were presented from the institu- 
tion’s advisory committee on education, by 
the Gas Investigation Committee, on the aera- 
tion ‘of lighting burners and methods of de- 
termining the specific gravity of gases and on 
the trials of the experimental gas plant. at 
Leeds University. This experimental plant 
contains mary ioe which differ greatly 
from ordinary practice, and it will be utilised 
in the solution of some of the outstanding 
problems of the gas industry. 

BITUMEN V. TAR. 

Mr. D.. Milne’ Watson (Governor of the 
Gas Light and Coke Company) said in con- 
nection with the attempts to bring about a 
revival of British trade, he noted that Sir 
Henry Maybury, referring to the use of tar, 
one of the by-products of the gas industry 


« 


for road surfacing purposes, was reported as |. 


having said that tar would stick to everything 
except the road. It was a scandal that such a 
thing should bé said of a British product, 
and an attempt made to persuade people to 
tse imported bitumen instead of home pro- 
duced tar in road-making. The adoration of 
things which came from abroad, of which this 
was an example, did more harm to British 
trade than many people believed. With re- 
gard to low temperature carbonisation of coal, 
of which there were many advocates, it was 
said that a grant of £10,000,000 from the 
Government would put this process on a 
satisfactory basis, but it would seem to most 
people that if success could be attained by 
the grant of £10,000,000, this sum would be 
found readily from private sources. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, President of the 
Board of Trade, said gas and electricity were 
not. necessarily enemy industries, and, 
although it was certain that there would be 
great developments in electric supply, the gas 
industry must also undergo a concurrent ex- 
pansion. Having regard to the general state 
of trade and the fact that industry was work- 
ing ow a diminishing margin of profit, it was 
essential that use should be made for home 
requirements of commodities made in this 
country rather than of imported materials. 
The point raised by Mr. Milne Watson re- 
garding road materials was of particular 
interest, and he would like to inquire whether 
the roads of Kent, which had in past years 
set the standard: for road construction 
throughout the country, did not attain their 
ee by the use of tar and not of 

itumen. He ho the question of using 
tar or bitumen would be treated on its merits, 
but: with due regard to the national interest 
involved. 


ALL-GAS FLATS. 


A new departure in flat construction is to 
be intreduced in a block of labour-saving 
flats at Knightsbridge-court, Knightsbridge. 

The mi é gad is being laid in this 
thoroughfare of a ten-story building, which 
will embrace sixty labour-saving flats >! 
varying ‘dimensions, each specially  con- 
structed for the use of self-ventilating gas 
fires. 

The chief novelty, from an architectural 
point of view, is the abolition of the chim- 
ney. In pthce of wide brick chimneys 
narrow flues ‘constructed with cast-concrete 
gas flue-blocks will. be installed. These 
blocks have been approved by the Ministry 
of Health and the diet County Council, 

By dispensing with the ordinary chimney, 
structoral economies will be effected. in 
doing away with foundation concrete, brick 
footings, projecting .chimney-breasts, trim- 
mers, skew-back arches, concrete hearths, 
and large brick chimney-stacks, it is esti- 
mated that about 500,000 bricks will be 
saved. On each stack the economy will be 
as much as £100. 

The flats will vary in accomodation from 
the smallest, embracing one diningroom, or o 
bedroom, and bathroom, to the largest, con- 
sisting of lounge hall, lounge, diningroom, 
seven’ bedrooms, bathroom, and _ servants’ 
bathroom. 

While every room will be equipped with 
an up-to-date self ventilating gas i allow- 
ance has been made for those who prefer a 
coal fire, provision for. which will be made 
in the diningroom of each flat. 

The latest labour-saving devices will be 
ane the amenities of the flats, and will 
inclade vacuum cleaners, hot water radiators, 
passenger, service, and furniture lifts, 


BUILDERS’ DIFFICULTIES. 


. Mr. H. Ww. Rogers, President of the Na. 
tional Federation of Builders’ Merchants’ As. 
sociations, presidi at the annual confer. 
ence of the federation at Brighton, said that 
theirs was not an easy trade. ‘‘ Twenty 
years “go, he said, ‘‘we were crushed 
down after the Boer War. Then building 
generally was Wiped out by the effect of cer- 
tain legislation. When we were recovering 
just _before the Great. War that terrible 
wear upon us and further de-

Unemployment in the Free State has 
been ‘the ‘subject of some interesting 
comment in Dail Eireann during the last 
two days. The Labour Party took 
advantage of a vote-for the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce to raise the whole 
of. the workless, and Mr. 
McGilligan: madé a vigorous reply to its 
charges.. - According to the Minister, the 
Labou- Exchanges report that there are 
35,000 persons without work, in the Free 
State. Many have exhausted their benefits 
under the ‘‘ dole ” system, and, naturally, 


progress of time. Furthermore, there un- 
doubtedly. are thousands of men and women 
without work who have not registered 
themselves anywhere; for in the rural 
‘areas the labouring classes know little or 
nothing of Unemployment Insurance 
Acts. It is safe to assume, there- 
fore, that the number of unemployed in 
the Free State exceeds 40,000.

There is a moral for Ireland in a passage 
in the annual report of the Smithfield and 


an increase in the Continental demand 


for live-stock that profits on dressed meat 


in the British market were greatly re- 
duced. From this it is clear that over- 
seas supplies of live-stock and of dresséd 
meat alike last year were inadequate to 
tle demand. It is strange, therefore, that 
the Irish cattle trade should languish. 
Trade and industry in Britain are de 
pressed, but the population must be fed. 
The British demand for many commodities 
may be slack, but consumption of essential 
foodstuffs must be constant. Despite the 
low state of business in Britain, therefore, 
Ireland's competitors in the supply of 
foodstuffs to the British market are able 
to make steady progress—at Ireland's 
expense. Last year Denmark sent dairy 
produce to the value of nearly fifty million 
pounds to Britain, although Britain ex- 
ported to Denmark goods to the value cf 
only one-third of that sum. In the same 
year New Zealand and Canada increased 
their sales of dairy produce, meat and 
cattle to Britain, while Ireland virtually 
stood still. If our cattle trade is languish- 
ing and our dairy trade far from thriving, 
th» fault must be sought, not in the 
market, but in our own country. What 
are we doing to hold our own against 
foreign and Dominion competitors? The 
efforts of the Free. State Ministry of Agri- 
culture ‘to improve the quality of Irish 
produce are laudable, and, doubtless, will 
bear fruit; but the State’s whole -poficy, 
and not that of a single department, re- 
quires to be hent on the improvement. of 
our position in the British food market. 
Here is the trade; opportunity for which 
our natura] resources are chiefly adapted, 
and it happens luckily that our interests 
coincide with imperial policy. Britain 
desires to keep within the British 
Commonwealth the money which at 
present she sends largely to foreign lands 
with which she has an adverse balance vl 
trade; and for strategic purposes she 
desires to be rid of dependence on foreign 
sources of supply. "The overseas Dominions 
and Colonies are alive to the opportunities 
which the present situation in Britain lays 
before them. It was solely in order to 
ir vrove their standing in the British 
market that they appealed for the re 
opening of the Imperial Exhibition. From 
their pavilions at Wembley Canada, 
Australia and: New Zealand have explored 
the possibilities of larger’ trade with 
Britain and have formed invaluable con- 
nections with British traders and con- 
sumers. Denmark or the Argentine would 
‘have paid joyfully any price that could 
be asked for the privilege of representa- 
tion in that great mart. Absence there- 
from has caused both of those lands to 
lose trade that has been captured by New 
Zealand and Canada. A strange blindness 
to the stake at issue caused the Irish Free 
State to let slide an irretrievable oppor- 
tunity. Lack of representation at Wembley 
has deprived our dairy and cattle traders of 
a unique advertisement and the means to 
make contact with purchasers whose orders 
have been engrossed by our rivals, 


Shortage of Clergy. 


A committee which was appointed last 
year by the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York has issued a grave report on 
the decreasing supply of candidates for 
Holy Orders in the Church of England. 
The number of men who were ordained 
in English dioceses during the past ten 
years shows a decrease of 2,850 from the 
total for the preceding decade. There was 
a temporary improvement after the war 
as a result of the working of the Service 
Candidates’ Schelve ; but the figure for 
1923 was seventy below the lowest point 
of the ten years before the war, and 1924 
saw a further decline of twenty-seven. 
Inquiries about the number of men now 
in training do not suggest that the figures 
for the next five years will show any con- 
siderable advance. Moreover, the number 
of. graduate « :didates has fallen during 
the last ten years by an average of fifteen 
per cent. Owing to the deficiency of 
younger men which these statistics 
indicate ‘he average age of the clergy 
on the active list is not less than fifty- 
two, and fewer than twelve per cent. are 
under thirty-six years of age. The com- 
mittee attributes this serious decline in 
the clergy's numbers and physical vigour 
fo a variety of causes, which may be

Hitherto more than 
sixty per cent. of the farms in the United 
States have been worked by their owners, 
but now this democratic basis of agri- 
cultural life is threatened by an invasion 
of urban capitalists. These people, having 
imade wealth in foreign money markets, 
are looking for fields of profitable invest- 
ment nearer home, and the result may be 
a rapid development of large-scale hold- 
ings. There is a prospect that the farm of 
the future may be run on factory lines, 
with a director in chatge of squads of 
labourers. Far-sighted Americans have no 
wish that the poorer farmers shall be 
| driven out of business or shall become 
labourers on the. millionaires’ latifundia. 
The new experiment is designed to prove 
that. urban capital can be invested profit- 
ably in agriculture without harm to the 
democratic traditions of rural America. 
It is making a start in the State of 
Montana, whence, if it is successful, it 
may be extended to the South and West. 


LONDON THEATRES. 


"THE NEW MORALITY '' AND 
"THE GORILLA.” 


(From OUR. SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


LONDON, Wednesday, 

In spite of the revival of the heat wave, 
theatrical managers in London are busily pre- 
senting new plays to take the place of those 
“killed ” by the first spell of summer 
weather. I saw two to-day that were dis- 
similar in every respect except one—they are 
likely to be big successes. The first was 
“The New Morality,”’. at the Kingsway 
Theatre, that gossamer-like trifle by Harold 
Chapin, the young playwright who perished 
in the Great War. 

The second play, ‘‘ The Gorilla,’’ at the 
New Oxford Theatre, is a wild. American 
mystery play, with as many laughs as there 
are thrills. It is as noisy and as broad as 
the Chapin play is quiet and subtle. I have 
never heard so many screams and revolver 
shots in any play as in ‘‘ The Gorilla,”’ and 
the author gets: his biggest. laugh with his 
final curtain, and leaves the audience holding 
its sides, too much amused to wonder about 
the whys or wherefores. 

The '' New Morality “ is a delightful study 
in woman's temperament. Harold Chapin 
puts forward the theory that she expects her 
husband to observe eleven commandments. 
Her addition is ‘‘ Thou shalt not make thy- 
self ridiculous_before my neighboúrs. 

The plays are splendidly cast and delight- 
fully acted. 


‘BUBBLY '” AT THE DUKE 
OF YORK’S. 

“ Bubbly ” is a revue with a war vintage 
that has lost rather than gained by keeping. 
lt is interesting, however, to compare the 
newer shows with one that entertained us 
during the worst of the war years, and some 
of the songs that reached the trenches in 
France are pleasantly reminiscent. Others 
that were Jess popular are a little uninspiring. 

The best number in the revue is the sketch 
with Mr. Edmund Gwenn as a regimental 
sergeant-major, who insists on producing 
‘* Macbeth "’ by numbers. It is as funny as 
it was when England was an armed camp of 
civilians, only too delighted to get a little 
| amusement out of the Army life and discipline 
that so many millions were experiencing for 
the first time.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 
At the end of last nights sitting, extending 
over fifteen and a halt hours, 26 out of the 
266 amendments to the Pensions Bill had been 
disposed of ; but as 23 fresh amendments have 
been added to the paper the net gain is 
three, and at this rate of progress members 
can contemplate a series of ali-night sittings 
with a tolerable degree of certainty. When 
the Holise rose at 7.15 this morning Clause 
which provides for contributory pensions, was 
still under discussion, on the question that

When the debate was resumed this aíter- 
noon, Mr. J. H. Thomas invited the Govern- 
ment to explain the provisions of the new 
Unemployment Insurance Bill, which was 
ease the burdens on industry in regard 
the contributions payable by the employer®. 
‘* Frankly,” said Mr. Thomas, “‘1 do not 
understand them.” 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain did not think that 
it would be proper for him to go into an 
elaborate explanation of the new bill; but 
the net result of the new proposals was that 
all the immense benefits under the Pensions 
Bill would accrue from a weekly payment of 
2d. from the employer, and the employed, in 
respect of a man, and a bag in the case 
of a woman. He did not think that it could 
be reasonably argued that that was going to 
crush industry. 

Mr. Wheatley was loud in his denunciation 
of the bill, and asserted that the next Labour 
Government would take the earliest oppor- 
tunity of reversing the contributory principle. 
Is that an undertaking on behalf of the 
Labour Party, inquired Sir Kingsley Wood, 
while Lady Astor was anxious to know 
whether the undertaking applied to the 
Labour Party as a whole, or in part. It was 
the part representing the workers of, the 
country, replied Mr. Wheatley, and not the 
part to which the noble lady belonged 

The discussion continued for some further 
time, and then Mr. Chamberlain appealed for 
a decision to be taken. As, however, a num- 
her of members rose to speak, the Minister 
of Health, in despair, moved the closure, 
which was greeted with the usual cries of

votes to 147, and then Clause 1 was added 
to the Bill by 265 votes to 126, after a 
debate that had lasted eighteen hours.

SOME EDUCATIONAL 
DIFFICULTIES. 


BISHOP OF CASHEL'S 
_ STATEMENT, 


The Bishop of Cashel (Right hev. Dr. 
Miller) was the principal speaker at the 
annaal distribution of prizes at the Bishop 
Foy Endowed Schools, ‘Waterford, yesterday. 

Like all other schools in Ireland, he ‘said, 
we have suffered “from © severe financial 
pressure; but the Governors have been giving 
most careful attention to this important part 
of their work, and they are very hopeful 
that in this respect this year’s work will be 
very satisfactory. Much, however, depends 
upon the amount of the capitation grant 
payable by: the Government, and. also upon 
its prompt payment. The Intermediate school 
year is now ‘ending, and we trust that the 
Government will be able to pay the capitation 
rate at an early date. This method of pay- 
ment: is, on the whole, more likely to advance 
the cause of sound education than payment by 
results of examjnations. 

Qn the other hand, schools where boys and 

girls were entered by examination will not 
receive such large amounts. as hitherto; but 
the effect upon education generally in the 
country will be good, always provided that 
the capitation rate is sufficiently large, and 
that it is paid promptly. One of the greatest 
difficulties which will confront’ us in the 
South of Ireland in.the near future is the 
serious decrease in the number “of pe 
Our intermediate school pupils were ly 
drawn from the official classes, and that 
source ef supply is practically at an end. We 
have too. many i 
Ireland, ahd the competition is having an 
injumous effect upon the education of our 
‘children. There is not sufficient money to 
keep up so many educational establishments, 
wit the result that children are, in some 
cases, provided with very poor building 
accommodation and insufficient ing. 
Our education work will be done in the 
tuture by educational corporations « who have 
money for the purpose, and even among such 
institutions the time has come when they 
must seriously consider whether their wor 
could not be done more economically and 
more successfully by united efforts. Of 
course, with the present peaceful conditions 
prevailing in the country, and with the 
growing good feeling amongst all creeds, 
there must be progress. Large numbers of 
people will be attracted to the country as 
soon as there begins the commercial develop- 
ment which we all so reasonably anticipate. 
But all this will take time, and in the mean- 
time it is our plain duty to make our work 
as successful as we possibly can by taking 
a broad view of what all educational institu- 
tions exist for.

China's thirteen demands in connection 
with the” Shanghai outbreak were 
announced. in. full by. Mr. Chamberlain 
in the House of ‘Commons yesterday. These 
demands include the release of all Chinese 
arrested in connection with the violent 
incidents, no punishment oi offenders 
pending investigations, compensation for 
damage sustained by Chinese, apology, re- 
instatement of strikers, payment of wages 
for period of strike, better working condi- 
tions, extended municipal franchise and 
the dismissal of the municipal secretary. 
Mr. Churchill said that, pending examina- 
tion by the Diplomatic Body, he would 
make no comment on the demands. 

In reply to a question, the Foreign 
Secretary said that as soon as anti-foreign 
demonstrations ceased and the lives and 
property of foreign nationals were safe, 
a conference of the Powers to discuss the 
revision of treaties covering extra-terri- 
toriality could be held. 

A special message from Peking reports 
that there have been no further incidents. 
Memorial demonstrations were conducted 
quietly. The first flush of frenzied excite- 
ment has passed, but the shipping strike 


and boycott are maintained. 
CHINESE DEMANDS. 

In. the House of Commons yesterday after~

American, 
French, Japanese, Italian and Belgian Lega- 
tions. Its primary ‘ptrpose was to examine 
the situation and report to the Diplomatic 
Body, but they were also authorised to col- 
laborate in anv way that they could with the 
Chinese officials appointed by the Government 
at Peking to make a similar inquiry. The 
Diplomatic Body was considerine this report. 

EXTRA TERRITORIAL TREATIES. 

Mr. Benjamin Smith asked the Foreign 
Secretary whether His Majesty's Government 
would forthwith call a conference of the 
Treaty Powers with a view to the liquidation 
of the present differences with the Chinese 
‘people on the basis of a revision of the 
Treaties in so far as territorial concessions 
and extra-territorial privileges were concer aed 
in a spirit of equality and reciprocity. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that His Majesty’s 
Government was consulting the other Govern- 
ments concerned, and with whom it intended 
to act in close co-operation. as to the reply to 
be returned to the request that the Chinese 
Government had made that the matters men- 
tioned ‘should be considered. It was not our 
desire to interfere in Chinese domestic con- 
cerns, but in negotiations of this kind it was 
necessary that the Chinese Government should 
protect foreigners and should preserve law 
and order. As soon as these anti-foreign 
agitations ceased and the lives and property 
of foreign nationals were safe, the conference 
contemplated by the Washington Treaty could 
take place, but it could not take place so long 
as it might be exposed to anti-foreign de- 
monstrations and the lives and property of the 
nationals of the Powers concerned were in 
danger.

Oh the motion for the second reading ‘of 
the Finance Bill in the Free State Senate 
yesterday, Sir Thomas Esmonde said that 
there were two matters in that bill which 
pleased him very much. Those were the 
proposed subsidy for sugar beet growing and 
the protection which the Minister would give 
to be woollen industry. : 

Sir' John Keane said that he weléomed the 

Budget as an indication that they were ap- 
proaching financial stability. He agreed that 
the Government should borrow t6 meet ab- 
normal charges, and suggested that in the next 
Budget the recurrent and non-recurrent 
charges should be entirely separated, in order 
that things might be made clear to the people. 
He asked the Minister to appoint an expert 
committee to inquire into the question of 
expenditure. He believed that thé inquiry) 
would be very helpful to the Minister: him- 
self. A census of production was aleo neces- 
sary. 
. ‘He had noticed that the retail cost of living 
in the Free State was 15 points higher than it 
was across the Channel, and, while he did not 
believe that the difference was‘ altogether due 
to their fiscal me he could not help feeling 
that the fiscal policy had something to do 
with it. He suggested that the Minister 
should abolish the corporation profits. tax, 
on companies. registered in the Free State; 
that he should reduce the stamp “duties on 
vompanies formed in the Free State, and that. 
he should abolish the parcels tax. 


DEF-NCE OF PARCELS TAX. 

Mr. Dowdall said that the parcels tux Was 
a bit vexatious; but the Post Office: was 
giving them services which did not pay. 
Purchases were made outside the Free Staté 
by people who did not pay any income tax. 
and it was only fair to the shopkeepers that 
such people should contribute to the State. 

Mr. MacLysaght said that he desired to 
know what the Minister's attitude was to 
Premium Bonds with regard to borrowing for 
abnormal charges. 

Mr. Irwin said that he would like to see 
the agricultural grant extended to tillage, and 
that protection should he afforded to the 
manufacturers of agricultural machinery, 

Mr. O'Farrell said that one of the Best 
things “in the Finance “Bill was that the 
Minister was able to estimate the country’s 
liability, ‘and ‘that should. have a: settling 
effeet upon the country generally and should 
strengthen its borrowing powers. The Budget. 
as a whole was a cleverly constructed docu- 
ment. - There was something for everybody, 
á some people got. more than others. 
The Minister was, perhaps, too optimistic 
when he talked about reducing the cost of 
the Army from three millions to two millions, 
It was a standing rebuke to the Government 
that they had not compelled the re-building 
of the destroyed area of Dublin. 

MORE ENTERPRISE NEEDED. | 

The reduction of the duty on tea and sngar 
was an advantage to a large class, but that 
advantage was counter-balanced by the in- 
ereased cost of imported boots ahd shoes and 
ready-made. clothing. The Irish boot manu- 
facturers were tinable to meet the demand, 
the quality of the article produced was not 
equal to the English article. Greater enter- 
prise and ability were required in Irish manv- 
facturers in order to match their English com-

Mr. James Douglas said that he was in 
entire agreement. with the general -satisfar- 
tion that had been expressed concerning the 
Budget.

The .importance of the Celt in. world 
affairs. was discussed at yesterday's 


| meeting of the Celtic Congress in Dublin. 


Celts were not dreaming their lives away, 
but had penetrated. to all corners of the 
world, contributing something artistic and 
imaginative to the péople among whom. 
t: ey dwelt. Co-operation of the Celtic 
elements in a world threatened by wars 
and all the dangers of industrial civilisa- 
tion would. re-establish. old ideals and do 
much for the peace of the world in making 
a real League of Nations. 

In the morning the Congress discussed 
Welsh and Irish poetry. . Remarkable 
progress in restoring old traditions had 
been made, especially in Wales. 


LITERARY REVIVAL. 

Dr. Osborn Bergin presided at the morning 
session of the second day of the Celtic Con- 
gress in Dublin yesterday. 

The day session was devoted to a considera- 
tion of Celtic poetry, Welsh and Irish. 

Among the new delegates to arrive yester- 
day were Mrs. Burnley-Campbell, ex-President 
of the Cumann Gaedhealach of Scotland ; Miss 
Robertson, daughter of Mr. Angus Robertson, 
the Scottish scnolar; Mr. Ernest Khys,. the 
literary critic, and M. Olier Mordrel, director - 
of “ Breis Ateo,’’ the Nationalist movement in 
Brittany. . 

Sir John Morris Jones, Bangor University, 
one of the chief judges of the Eisteddfod, read 
@ paper on ‘‘ Welsh Poetry, in which he 
traced the rise and decay of Welsh poetry 'up 
to the time of the recent great revival, and 
n an analysis of the metric.systems and 
the technique of the bardic craft. ‘Throughout 
the ages the Welsh poets had aimed at per- 
fection of form, fulfilling Coleridge's definition 
of peti? as ‘“‘the best words in the best 
order,”’ he said. 

Mr. J. Lloyd Jones, Professor of Welsh in 
the National University of Ireland, said that 
the lecturer whom they had just heard had 
done more for Welsh poetry than any other 
living man. One really was afraid to think 
what would have happened to the poetry and 
the language of Wales had Sir rh wg Morris 
Jones not been born. He cleansed Welsh 
poetry of the vagueness and sonorous empti- 
vess which all alliterdtive poetry very easily 
developed. By his translations of Heiner at 
the beginning of the ‘nineties he ushered in 
she modern Welsh. lyric poetry of which “he 
himself was one of the greatest exponénts, 

Professor W. J. Gruftydd said that he was 
no believer in the socalled Celticism of Welsh 
and Irish poetry. The greatness of both 
‘Velsh and Irish poetry lay in what .consti- 
tuted the greatness of the poetry of any 
nation. The condition of poetry in Wales at 
present was in such a state that he conid 
safely say that there had happened nothing 
in the whole history of Welsh literature com- 
parable to. what had happened, within the past 
twenty-five years. Not only had the old tradi- 
tions been restored, but in addition there had 
vrown up, and for the first time in its history, 


. Welsh pvetry as a decorative art, a real 


critivism of life.

Mr. Eamonn O'Toole read a paper on “ The 
Poetry of Glasdrummond."’

At the afternoon session papers were read 
by Mr. Ernest Rhys, London literary critic 
and éditor of “* Everyman's Library,” and 
Dr. Mary Williams, Professor in the National 
University of Wales. i . 
Mr. Rhys's subject was the Celt in modern 
times. . Contrary to what they were told in 
the Victorian school histories, the Celt had 
not been “shoved” away into a corner, there 
to dream his life awav and to fight. The 
Celt had penetrated into every corner of the 
world; that penetration was still in progress. 
the: was no American community tied to 
irdustria” civilisation that had ne: within it 
the Welshman, the Scotsman and the Irish- 
man doing something to relieve artistically 
and imaginatively vie life of the people among 
whom they lived. AK over the world were to 


-be found newspapers in the Welsh language, 


and in the Argentine the only tongues spoken 
were Spanish and Welsh. People talked about 
the " Celtic’ fringe,” but the Celtic people, 
instead. of numbering, perhaps, six millions 
in that ‘* fringe,” made up a total popula- 
tion of anything from 25 to 50 millions. 

He made a plea for a better récogrition 
of the scattered Celts living in exile and in 
far-distant communities. In almost every 
great city. English, American, and even Con- 
tinental, there was to be found a certain Celtic 
infusion of scattered ups who hed not 
altogether forgotten their ancient birth-right. 
Would it not be a fine undertaking to set 
about forming a League of the Celt which 
would at least help, to make good in a world 
threatened by wars and all the dangers of .in- 
dustrial civilisation—something of the old 
ideals of courtesy which Cormac put before 
Cairbre, his ‘son, as presented so beautifully 
in Dr. Hyde's translation? 

A WORLD FORCE. 

Dr. Williams read a paper on “The Celt in 
Internationalism.’’ She said that the world 
would have to get out of its mind that the 
Colt of to-day was the poor, half-starved 
remains of a once great race. He was still a 
great and potent force in the world, with a 
glorious future before him. She outlined what 
‘could be done for the peace of the world if 
the Celtic elements of Gréat Britain, Ireland 
and “France were to co-operate closely 
together with the twenty-five millions of the 
race all over the world, to make a real 
League of Nations. To do so was the duty of 
the Celt, true to the ideals of his race. 

The Rev. George Mackay, Perth, in an 
appreciation of beth papers, pointed out that 
while the Celtic nations were traditionally 
inclined to the spiritual, the poetic and the 
moral, they were capable of contributing, and 
had contributed, a great deal to the material 
advancement of the world, which had too 
often ignored the practical side of the Celtic 
character. They, Celts, had to prove to the 
world that they possessed the gifts of adminis- 
tration and practical action, and the first step 
towards that was an active union of the Celtic 


elements in every country.

ACCOUNTANTS EVIDENCE 
TAKEN IN CAMERA. 


Further evidence.in the interests of. money- 
leuders was given yesterday before the Joint 
Select Committee on the Moneylenders Bill 
at the House of Lords. 

Mr. Arthur Elvidge, of Messrs, Elvidge and 
‘Morris, said that’ He would like' to emphasise 
the necessity, so far as London moneylenders 
were concerned, of advertising. His firm had 
granted in the past five years 7,581 loans of 
varying amounts. So far as the terms upon 
which the loans were issued, they made a 
net profit on-their capita] of 7.27 per cent. in 
1920, 12.57 per cent. in 1921, 11.29 per cent. 
in 1922; wily Ag cent. in 1923, and 12.95 

cent. in 1924. They looked upon Lord 
Satan's Bill as a great injustice in providing 
that the onus should be placed upon the 
lender to prove the utility of a loan to a 
borrower. Dr Ce to being supervised 
by a County Court Registrar, because they 
did not think that the scope of the usual 
business of the County Court enabled the 
Registrar properly to gauge what should be 
done in such matters.

Mr. McCue conducted the party to some of 
the honses; in each of which he pointed out 
timber which he considered to be defective. 

The Committee now conclided that, with 
certain exceptions, the timber supplied was 
satisfactory, in that the City Surveyor 
assured them that it was what was contracted 
for—viz., average second-quality spruce. 

Councillor Wilson, discussing the minutes, 
said that the ratepayers by thousands wanted 
this matter dealt with immediately. 

Councillor McClure referred to an item on 
the accounts recommended for payment of 
£3.943 17s. lid. to Robb Brothers for timber, 
slates, etc.’ He alleged that proper accounts 
were not being kept. He moved that a special 
committee be appointed to investigate the 
contract, and employ, if necessary, expert 
opinion in such direction ag they might 
consider necessary. 

The motion was defeated by 29 votes to 14,

DUBLIN STEAMER IN 
COLLISION, 


JUDGMENT FOR LONDON 
OWNERS. 

The action brou ht by the owners of the 
London steamship Redstart against the owners 
of the Dublin steamship Lady Martin for 
damages in consequence of a collision between 
the vessels on the night of Saturday, Decem- 
ber 20, 1924, while the Redstart was at anchor 
in the River Thames, and the Lady Martin. 
was coming down the river on a voyage from 
London to Dublin, was further heard yester- 
day, before Mr. Justice Baten and the 
Trinity Masters. in the Admiralty Division, 
London. The defendants denied any negligent 
navigation, and said that the collision was 
due solely to the negligent management of the 
Redstart. 

His Lordship, in giving judgment, said that 
he had. come to the conclusion that the 
plaintiffs. were right, and he must hold that 
the Lady Martin was alone to blame. The 
Redstart had been obliged to, come to anchor 
off Broadness Point, owing to the state. of 
the weather. She was not to blame for doing 
it. but it was an awkward place, having re- 
gard to down-river traffic. In such a spot 
one would expect that every precaution would 
be taken to give other vessels ample warning 
of her position, especially when the weather 
was not good. She was lying there steadily, 
contrary to what the defendants allezed, and 
was. not steering. She had been unfortunate, 
as several vessels had struck her previously. 
He was satisfied that her lights were in their 
places at the material time. There were dis-

her’ bell, but he thought that it was being 
sounded a good deal, because of the previous 
accidents that had happened. The case made 
by the defendants ‘was that there were no 
lights on the Redstart, but he thought meas 
good look-out was not being kept on the Lady.

EDUCATION. 


' VALVE OF TECHNICAL 
CLASSES,

The Technical Instruction Congress, at its 
@econd and fina] sitting in University Collge, 
Dublin, yesterday, slanted a report oF a 
private meeting of the Standing Council, held 
on Tuesday evening, which stated that, as a 
result of the reorganisation of the system aí 
education in the Free State, which included 
the ‘transfer of the Technical Instruction 
Branch to the Ministry of Education, there 
had been a serious diminution in the financial 
help given by the Government to the Assoei 
tion. 

A deputation to the Ministry of Education 

on the 26th May (the report stated) urged 
that payment of the moderate grant, out of 
which expenses of meetings of the ery 
Céuncil and the publication of the officia 
report were defrayed, should be~ continued. 
The matter was being considered, but mean- 
while the number of meetings of the Associa- 
tion must be curtailed and meetings of the 
Standing Committee arranged as funds might 
uatify. 
The Council nominated Mr. T. P. .Gill as 
President of the Association. - Father Finlay, 
S.J., was pro for re-nomination, but 
announced t he felt unable to continue to 
act and proposed Mr. Gill. 

Mr. P. J. O'Neill, Assistant Secretary, bad 
resigned, and the Council acknowledged his 
services to the Association. 

i In Proposing the adoption of the Council's 
report, ee 


J. Hayes (Blackrock, County 
Dublin) said that he was hopeful that, with 
the co-operation of all, there would be a 
bright future before the Technical Instruction 
Association. The co-ordination of primary, 
technical and intermediate education would 
result in greater efficiency than had been 
attained up to the present, but during the 
transition stage it would be an anxious time 
for those engaged in the work of education. 

Mr. William Field seconded. 

Before vacating the chair, Father Finlay, 
referring to their new President, said that 
no man had such experience regarding: the 
best-methods of technical education in Ireland 
as had Mr. Gill. He would prove one of the 
most efficient chairmen the country could 
produce. 

Mr. Gill, on taking the chair, paid a 
tribute to the ability of Father Finlay, and 
expressed confidence regarding the future of 
technical education. 

EDUCATION IN AGRICULTURE. 

Mr. E. J. Deiahunty proposed a resolution 
of the King’s County Committee recommend- 
ing that the educational work of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in so far as it affected 
students up to eighteen years of age, should 
be included in the work of the Ministry of 
Education. 

On the suggestion of the President, the 
delegates agreed to convey to the Govern- 
ment their opinion that the subject of the 
King's County resolution was a matter that 
should be carefully investigated. . 

Dr. Macdonald (Kingstown), speaking on 
the co-ordination of education and compulsory 
attendance, complained of the unpreparedness 
of pupils entering technical schools to accept 
the education which they were to receive 
owing to their lack of elementary subjects, 
and he thought that the only cure for that 
was the enforcement of compulsory attend- 


ance. 

Mr. E. J. Long (North Tipperary) proposed 
a resolution declaring that young persons until 
“ they are at least seventeen years of age, who 
are preparing for employment in productive 
industries, should be compulsorily: obliged to 
attend technical classes.” The resolution also 
called on employers and trade unions to make 
arrangements for the attendance of apprentices 
at trades classes, and recommended that 
teaching in the primary schools should be 
adjusted so as to give a greater bias towards 
industrial and agricultural life. 

This resolution was seconded by Mr. E. 
Léng (Thurles), substituted for the Kingstown 
resolution, and passed by a majority. 

It decided that the Secretary should 
call thé attention of County Councils to the 
need for the appointment of two distinctggom- 
mittees under the new system—one for agri- 
culture and the other for technical instruc- 
tion. 

Votes of thanks to Father Finlay for his 
services while President. and to Dr. Caffey for

on.’

CONFERENCE WELCOMED. 
President Cosgrave said he would like to 
refer to the suggestion made by Deputy Good 
in the course of the debate that a conference 
might take place between employers and em- 
ES or capital and labour.

MOTORISTS’ LICENCES, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—With reference to the statement of 
your Motoring Correspondent in yesterday's 
trish Times, that “even a deaf and dumb 
man “ can take out a driver's licence, I should 
like to know in what way such a person's 
fitness to drivé can be impaired by his in- 
ability to conduct a conversation while 
driving. I also wish to inform your corre- 
is EE E& that the accident statistics show 
that accidents in which one of the drivers 
suffers from physical disability are consider- 
ably fewer in proportion to the number. of 
such drivers on the roads than is the case in 
accidents in which drivers with no physical 
disability are involved. Thé reason for this 
is that persons suffering from any serious 
physical disability who drive motor cars are 
usually more careful and watchful than the | 
average driver and less inclined to. run un- 
necessary risks. Also they generally have had 
a considerable experience ot road work with 
horses, push bicycles, etc., king up 
motoring. 

In my own case (I happén.to be totall 
deaf, but not dumb) I was riding a pus 
bicycle about 3,000 miles a yedr for fifteen 
years before I ever rode a motor bicycle, and 
also spent all Seo time in Meaiial and 
training young horses. I have ridden “- 
first. licence in 1004 and have 
driven in land as well as constantly in 
Dublin. In all this road work my isa 
has not been the cause of the slightest injury 
to other people or their property. I ere 
my card, and trust that your correspondént 
will do me the favour of coming for a run 
with me some day, when I hope to be able 
to show him that a deaf driver is not neces- 
sarily a dange to the public, as he eo

There were only the facts 
before and after for the jury. to stretch from 
both ends to make meét in the middle, but 
there w~: no direct evidence in point of fact. 

The absence of finger ae in this case 
was yery important. everal articles on 
which there were finger pfints were taken, 
‘but‘om none were finger prints of the prisoner 
established. The prosecutor's case ended at 
the Nofth Circular road and was faken up 
at Portobello Bridge on the following morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—He was sent to 
gét documents from Bergin, and he arrived 
back ‘with documents from Bergin. He gives 
one explanation of how he came by them, and 
the jury were asked to take the view that he 
came by them in another way. It/seems to 
me, on your own showing, to be & ease of 
circumstantial evidence. 

Mr. Gleeson—The jury would be entitled to 
draw inferences. If they are wrong in putting 
this in, the trial cannot stand. 

Mr. Justice Fitagibbon—If evidence was 
admitted illegally, then, of course, a convic- 
tion based on illegal evidence cannot stand. , 

Mr. Gleeson—Once. the jury got a hint 
about document S, James Murray $ 
chances were done. The trial was absolutely 
averbalanced and weighted-down against him, 
and no amount of argument or advocacy 
would be of the slightest use. 


GROUNDS OF APPEAL. 

Counsel then dealt with the grounds of ap- 

al. The ‘first was that a document purport- 
ing to be a confession of the crime, and 
alleged to be signed by the prisoner and wit- 
néssed by his brother, was impoperly intro- 
duced for the first time in the course of the 
case in cross-examination of the prisoner, who 
denied having signed it. This document was 
read to the jury by prosecuting counsel not- 
withstanding the prisoner's denial before the 
prosecuting counsel made any attempt to 
prove it 

The second ground was that the learned 
judge misdirected himself in point of law in 
deciding to admit evidence te contradict the 
prisoner's denial, and in deciding to admit 
the document in evidence at the stage when 
it was admitted, and admitting it in evidence 
at all at any stage of the erty 

The third ground was that the judge mis- 
directed himself in point of law in admitting 
the evidence of Lieutenant A. J. Quirke to 
contradie= the answer of the prisoner in deny- 
ing the signing or making of the document, 
being a question to his credit. 

The fourth ground was—‘ In the alterna- 
tive; the said document was a substantive 
part of the prosecutor's case and was sup- 
pressed until the prisoner was under cross- 
examination.” It was never referred to in 
the opening or other statements, statements 
of counsel for the prosecution in the Court 
of the District Justice, nor at the Central 
Criminal Court, nor was it mentioned in any 
way, directly or indirectly, in the evidence 
ov depositions, although in the custody or 
knowledge of the prosecutor prior to the trial.
